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An Excursion on the Middle Park. 

[continued] 

Almost at the same instant that Ned's rifle met his shoulder 
came the sharp cracking report, answered by a deep cry of 
delight from the hound, and we saw, as we funded, a slight 
stagger utid change in the deer’s course. Frightened by tnc 
dog, the buck suddenly changed his course und came again 
almost towards us und Ned called out to me to tire. 1 
jumped off my horse, Ned catching the bridle rein, and 
after taking a fair aim at the buck, as he sprang along, 1 
tired, trying as best 1 might to follow the tine mark offered 
by his white breast. “ Broke his shoulder, sir," 
said Ned as he slipped in a fresh cartridge. The buck 
swerved again from his course just as I fired, and soon the 
hound was alongside him with bristling mane and savage 
slavering mouth; one fierce spring and he bad clinched his 
sharp fangs in the dying animal’s throat and held him down 
quivering in the sand. 

Ned was alongside in a moment, knife in hand, and when 
I came up with the horses, Utah, the gallant hound was 
quenching his fierce thirst in the deer’s blood as it welled 
out from the severed throat arteries. 

Ned’s shot had struck just behind the ribs on the left side, 
ranging forward—a mortal wound; and mine had broken its 
left shoulder, as Ned observed when I fired. 

Just then, came five or six Ute Indians, painted and 
bedizened with feathers, skurrying along towards us on 
their little scraggy ponies, shuuting, “How! How!” and 
hailing my companion in their own language, pointing to 
our game. Ned answered them in the Indian tongue and 
cutting off the hind quarters of the buck lifted the rest of 
the carcass upon one of their ponies behind a strapping 
Indian. After a few words of their gutteral gibberish, they 
rode off. 1 asked Ned if he wasn't a little over-generous in 
giving them the lion’s share “Well, we have got to humor 
these fellows," answered Ned, “because this is lheir hunt¬ 
ing ground still; the government bought it in 1863, but has 
never paid them for it according to treaty, and they feel a 
little ugly and don’t relish our hunting und fishing in the 
Park. I am on good terms with these Utcs, and they are 
friendly enough with me." 

Our party soon rode up with us, and we moved on until 
we came to the brow of a hill where a noble picture was 
spread out below and before us. Far down on the wind¬ 
ing river, two miles away, were pitched the wigwams of 
a Targe Indian village — columns of blue smoke curling 
up from each in the clear morning air. A thousand horses 
and ponies were grazing oft' at the base of the mountains, 
herded by bands of mounted Indians dashing and careering 
through the rich grass of the plain. 

Just as soon as we came over the hill’s crest it seemed as 
if every dog in the village sighted us, for there arose the 
wildest chorus of barking and yelling curs that I ever 
listened to. Utah growled and whined, looking up with 
intelligent inquiry into his master's face. 

"They are Utes," said Ned, “the rascals have come in 
here from their reservation just to annoy and bc-devil par¬ 
ties who come over here to fish and hunt. We must notice 
them as little as possible and give them the ' goby.' I think 
we'd better just light out for the hot springs at the end of 
he park." 

We accordingly “ lit out” towards the springs hoping to 
see no more of “ Lo" and his people, but in this we were 
disappointed, for on looking back after proceeding six or 
eight miles we saw, by the aid of the Judge's field-glass, 
that the wigwams were all struck and the horses and ponies 
driven in. 

“ They’re coming over to the springs," said Ned, “and 
will likely plant their village on the Grand, opposite where 
I propose to camp.’’ 

By Ned's advice we hurried along so as not to 
be overtaken by the Indians with their dogs, 
squaws, papooses, dust and filth. We bad nearly 
reached the Grand Biver, just across which were 
the Warm Springs, when the advance guard of the Indians 
overtook us. There were about a hundred of them, all well 
mounted on sleek ponies, and armed to the teeth. Every 
warrior had a breech loading rifle of latest pattern, and one 
Or more revolvers. They were painted in most fantastic 
style, red and yellow seeming the favorite colors. There 
was a great deal of hand shaking and *’ bow!" and they all 
seemed friendly enough. Buckskin Ned waa the centre of 
an admiring crowd, and they eyed very closely bis splendid 
weapons. Ned carried one of the finest Sharp's rifles made, 
an ivory-handled revolver on each hip, and a keen “ tooth¬ 
pick" at his back about eighteen inches long. Around his 
waist he wore a slotted belt fitted with a double row of little 
leather pouches, over a hundred in number, in each of 
which was a copper cartridge. He was a sort of living 
arsenal, and the Indians knew of bis fame in many a tight 
in the West where he had Bhown his prowess against the 
warlike Sioux, the ancient enemies of the Utes. 

I rode along with one villainous looking fellow about tlx 
foot six in height, until we reached the Grand, when the 


whole band of Indians baited and began searching out the 
best spot to pitch their lodges. 

We forded the river and went into camp near 
the Warm Springs where we found several other parties 
of while men, who had come over like ourselves to fish. At 
this point we bad the finest view I think, I ever looked 
upon in my life. To the east and west on either side of the 
great basin of the park were hundreds of peaks capped with 
snow, some piercing the white low clouds; before and below 
us the winding river shone like silver, stretching its course 
west and south towards the Rio Colorado; in the foreground 
the long column of Indians with their horses and equipage 
deployed along the river seeking their places in the village 
about to be set on the river bank. Back of us, to the north, 
great sand stone bullet, and perpendicular cliffs with fan¬ 
tastic battlements towered up, sharply out-lined in that 
wonderfully clear atmosphere—altogether a picture never to 
be forgotten. 

Just then an Indian came up to me, one of the chiefs 
named Co-lo-ra-o. I handed him a cigar and tried my best 
to make him understand that 1 was struck with the view, 
but the noble son of the forest couldn't see it. He unslung 
his rifle and slipped a cartridge into the chamber of the 
piece, and looked around for his horse, thinking from my 
animated pantomime that there was a deer, antelope or 
something, “gauiey" in sight. 

Lo’s nature doesn't seem to be as sympathetic and poetical 
as in the days of J. Fennimore Cooper and the Indians of 
hiB tribe. 

Following Co-lo-ra-o into our camp came the old head 
chief of the Utes, painied to the eyes, and wearing a silver 
medal as big as a saucer on his breast, presented to his pre¬ 
decessor by President Madison. 

This important individual informed us with many gestures 
that “white rnun stay one side river; Indian Ute camp other 
side; white man heap bathe in warm spring, eat heap fish, 
but white man no build wigwam, no stay long, and no take 
fish back to Denver." All of which was a trifle galling to 
the assembled Americans, accustomed to going "where they 
darned please” in this land of freedom. 

All the white men, some twenty in number, camped on 
the north bank of the Grand, near the worm springs, and 
just opposite us was the Indian village on the plain below, 
and across the stream. 

A band of thirty or forty braves were out herding the 
ponies and horses two miles away at the fool of a mountain. 
In the centre of the village was the “medicine 
Iddge,” painted a dull yellow color; in front 

of it three long lances suppoited a huge white 
shield with cabalistic signs in black and red 
pictured on its face. 

Very soon there were signs of commotion in the 
village, howling of squaws and barking of dogs, 

and we observered about ttfty Indians with their rifles form¬ 
ing in a single line, in front of the village along the river 
bank and facing our camp. By the aid of our field glasses 
we observed the scoundrels pushing cartridges into their 
guns and getting ready for tomething —we knew not wbat. 

All at once and all together they look a deliberate and 
careful aim at us. 

We could see the rifles at a perfect level and full 
cocked by the aid of our glasses. I think just then 
the only thiug that saved our party from making one of the 
liveliest retrograde movements on record, was a half sup¬ 
pressed “snicker" from Buckskin Ned, who instead of mak¬ 
ing ready for war, was peacefully clipping off tobacco 
enough for a smoke from a "plug" about fourteen inches in 
length, that he had Just pulled from the recesses of his elk- 
skin hunting shirt. 

To our excited enquiries Ned replied with a contemptuous 
gesture towards the village; “Don’t notice ’em; they won’t 
aare send a shot into us. Let 'em alone and don't anybody 
show any sign of being 'scarified.' " 

Just as he spoke we observed by the changing sun flash, 
that the whole line of rifles was slightly elevated; and then 
out puffed the smoke from every guu at once. 

Over our heads, perhaps forly feet above us, whistled the 
bullets, crashing into the steep cliff just back of our camp, 
the almost simultaneous reports echoing and ringing among 
the rocky hills. As fast as cartridges could be pushed into 
the best patterns of breech-loading rifles [and the Indians 
scorn any other kind), the volley was repeated, and then 
came another and another, and yet another. Varying the 
monotony somewhat, they fired by platoons and squads, and 
then at will and individually; in every instance taking care¬ 
ful and accurate aim directly at us, unri then, just as 
trigger was pulled, elevating the muzzles of their pieces 
slightly and sending their shots just over our heads at a 
distance of from thirty to fifty feet. It was the most one¬ 
sided game of ball that was ever played between the 
"Whites" and the “Reds," that I know anything about. The 
"Whiles” didn't even try to catch any of those swift flyballt, 
but felt more like making a good “home run" than anything 
else—making the run and slaying there for the rest of the 
ball season, as it were. 


Some of our party who had lived for years in California 
and had often carried their lives in their hands, began to de¬ 
clare their intentions of shooting back into the village and 
giving the saucy sons of the forest to understand that they 
couldn't treat free American citizens in that manner. 
Buckskin Ned and several other mountain hunters and 
guides, at once and together entered their solemn and em¬ 
phatic protest. “ If one shot,” said they, “ is fired back by 
us, not a man will get out of the Park alive." Ned said the 
Indians were only trying to “ be-devil" us, and would not 
dare to commit any violence unless we provoked it; that 
they felt sore about the government failing to keep the treaty 
of 1868, und looked upon our excursions into the Park as 
intrusions upon their territory. 

After firing about a thousand rounds of ammunition into 
the cliff above our heads, the “ war” parly withdrew, and our 
appetites for supper, hitherto a trifle slim, began to revive. 

That same evening some of the Indians, among others 
Co io-ra-o, had the matchless impudence to come over and 
pay us a visit. Ned treated them just as if nothing had hap¬ 
pened worth speaking of, and greeted them all with a 
“ How," and a hand shake. 

Co-lo-ra-o informed me that he was the owner in fee sim¬ 
ple of sixty ponies and six wives, pointing with pride to 
where the former were grazing, and to the four wigwams 
where the latter were hewing wood and drawing water for 
his chief-ship. 

He was much pleased lo look through one of our field 
glasses, and concluded the interview by asking if I had a 
fishhook about me. 

I presented him with the desired article, and after wist¬ 
fully eying my watch chain wilh an expression of tender 
feeling in his eye, the noble red man stalked off to his pony 
and rode back to the Indian side of the river. 

That night they had a grand pow-wow. Their orators 
made speeches that could have been heard two miles off, 
and the others kept up a doleful, infernal chant, composed 
of a repetition of three wild notes, all night long. The next 
morning we moved our camp about seven miles down the 
Grand, and caught more trout than 1 ever saw together be 
fore in my life. Besides having all »ve wanted to eat, Ned 
fixed up a couple of hampers, and we carried 
back about two hundred pounds of fish to 
Georgetown, to be there sold by Nefi. Our guide was ac¬ 
customed to this sort of speculation in spite of the injunc¬ 
tion put upon the business by the Ute Chief. 

One of our party caught a brook trout thut Ned estimated 
as weighing five pounds, the largest fish of the kind I ever 
saw. We fished almost altogether with grasshoppers, occa¬ 
sionally using a plain brown hackle—all other flies we found 
were unnoticed by ike fish. 

We staid in camp here three or four days during which 
lime we killed another deer and two antelope. 

I shot also several of a variety of grouse that I never saw 
before and would be much obliged if some reader of the 
Field could sena in its ornithological name. In size it was 
just about the same as the ordinary prairie pinnated grouse- 
feathers greyish slate color; head same shape as pinnated 
grouse; habits shy, flight swift and sudden. They call them 
up there “mountain prairie chickens.” The bird is not the 
same as the sage hen, mountain ptarmigan, or mountain 
grouse, properly so-called, but is a distinct variety inhabit¬ 
ing the great parks of the Rocky Mountains. 

We returned to Georgetown via the Warm Springs, and 
found that "Lo" and his people had silently folded their 
tents and stolen away, probably to their reservation in the 
Uintah mountains, where we learn that they are being pur- 
suaded to go on the war path with Gen. Crook's column up 
in the Big Horn country agaiust the Sioux. 

One of the most remarkable things about camping in the 
Rocky Mountain Parks is the entire immunity from 
dampness at night.and freedom from insects We 
slept in the open air without tents, and all of our 
party, though some were unaccustomed to such a life, es¬ 
caped Inking cold or being in any way effected by exposure, 
Some nights were as cold us nights in the latlcr part of Oc¬ 
tober in Chicago, with a slight frost, while the days were 
bright and warm. 

Take it all in all, a trip on the Middle Park, with its good 
hunting and most unrivalled Irmit fishing, is one to be long 
remembered and treasured up,-Tor the days there spent un¬ 
der the base of the mighty snow-capped giants, are indeed 
“halcyon days.” Willskrtt.

American Idea* of Ktt^lisli Field Trials. 

U\ ARNOLD Ml'IO.CH 

Americans norm to have a wrong idea of English tteld trials. M e 
have often heard them denounced a* farcial and perfect shows, by 
lb.M*e who have uever*e«U them, and whose opinion* if nuprejudiced, 
were hosed solely upon the re(K>rtj» published in the sporting journal* 
We ttdmlt that the mistake i# tu some accouuta a natural one. Meu 
who have #ti"t for year* in this country, and have been accustomed to 
tnse their dog's work steadily and well nuder w hat are really the most 
favorable circumstance* cauuot understand why Euglioh dogs should 
make the apparent blunder* which the trial reports show, aud conse¬ 
quently condemn the animal- as inferior ill ability or breaking, uml 
the trials themselves :«* fumi-diing no reliable and trustworthy result*. 
The wtiole trouble spring.- from ignorance of the country and uaturc of 
the game where the trial* are held. Far different are " most of these 
from actual work abroad, and widely different nil from our own shoot¬ 
ing. So tliut u standard of pt-rfownauce fouuded upon experience Ion-, 
cauuot with any justice be made to apply to trial runniug in England. 

We nave before us a private letter from one of the most prouiioeut 
English breeder- and exhibitor* of (he day, and us It gives a very good, 
ana to most of us new, idea of the obstacles which foreign field trinler* 
have to eucounter, we make the following extracts from it: ••Amer¬ 
icans. 1 notice, when reading the accounts of our English held trials, 
seem to have a wrong apprehension of tile time of year aud nature of 
the ground they ure tried on. aud so gain a false estimate of the dogs 
Now. we have both Spriugaud Autumn trials. The country in Spring 
is bare of cover, only just young wheat coming up about an Inch high, 
and often fallow ; the weather tbeu is hot. aud the ground very dry and 
dusty, and many people even here have the idea that their Old Boo or 
Dou couUI "lick any of them at trials, yon know.” merely because they 
uever use Bob or Don except in the Autumn ; but If these people only 
brought Old Bob or Uou to the Spring trials they would soon dud 
themselves ludicrous objects. It is far harder to dud birds then when 
the scent is so faint and cover so bad. aud the beat dog in the world 
(proved the bcvti cannot help flushing sometimes. Theu the Autumn 
trial* lUYH ull except \ ayuol) beeu held hitherto in such foolish conn 
try. country not di rot dogs, aud where towing to the nature of the 
ground) doge are never used by those who shoot in that locality. I 
must say that 1 think Americans arc at sea a- to our style of shooting, 
from two points of view. One being, that they (kuowiug Great Britain 
to tie small) imagine It lobe the same kind of grouud all over, and the 
other being that they have the "feudal system,” etc. and Euglish 
game laws (greatly exaggerated by the way) and the “batteau” aud 
"high farming,” they confuse the w'bole thiug together aud thiuk that 
ull England, is bore open grouud (though, of course, we have the wilds 
of Wales aud ScutI auu. and the mountain parts of Devon and Corn¬ 
wall. Dartmoor aud the mountains in the south aud west of England, 
and the wild border country ou the north of England). The middle of 
England fe highly farmed, great open Helds of 50 to 100 acres, little low 
(horn felines hand trimmed, crops mown by machinery and cut ouly 
oue inch from the surface of The grouud. so thill there 
is uot cover left to hide a mouse, and every little 
bit of rough or briary grouud plowed up uud cleaned, 
the birds owing to being constantly disturbed for gtuerations are as 
wild a* hawks. The only way meu who live in the center of England 
can kill game at all is by either having the game driven into the turnip 
field, mid then forming in line aud walking the turnips, or else stand¬ 
ing under the hedges and having the birds driven by keeper* over their 
heads, called "driving.” "Driving” and the "batteou" are nn'eetary in 
such countries, but what all sportsmen deprecate is the introduction of 
these things iuto those wild district# where game will even now lie to the 
dog. We have our wild districts as well as you. If you were over here 
(as I hope you will oe soon, and I will show you some sport) I could 
take you to moors in Wales and Scotland where you would think you 
were in North America. Nothing for miles but wild heather and 
mountains; uot a tree or bush; no signs of cultivation of any sort, aud 
in those places dogs can show what they can do: but those persons who 
have got up all the Autumn Held trials, but one; have placed the same in 
the centre of England, the most foolish place they could select, and the 
reasou it was done was simply because the persons who 
got* the up were utterly ignoraut of what sort of ground 
was required, and chose the centre because It was the centre, ana there¬ 
fore couveuieut. The one place that was fully suited for uu Autiimu 
trial was Voynol. which is uot iu England at all. but ill Wales; and in 
M ale* the farming is rough, aud there is lots of rough ground left for 
cover for the birds, where dogs can point game without seeing it gel up 
aud go off one hundred yards away. Thus to show up at such trials re¬ 
quires a genuine good oue.” 

Similar in substance it the opinion of "PeverH,” who writes of the 
Spring trials: “We should umember that if a dog does not do bril¬ 
liant work uuder such circumstaures. the fairest thiug we can do is 
to make every allowance for him at ibis time of year, when scent is 
chumriug every hour, and when one would think it no great pleasure to 
an old dog to go out and look for partridges, ouly t» see them fly away, 
llow different it is when you are bagging your five brace an hour. 
Thu only wonder it where are covers to thiuk of it. that they do so well 
as they do?” 

After each an exposure of English field trials, we can safely say that 
no fair minded mau will blame the dogs for an occasional flush, or 
point with self satisfied pride to the dally performance of our own dogs 
upon comparatively lame quail or pinnated grouse, and write as one 
breeder has written : "Some new importation that may have gotten a 
pri/.e in Englaud for what? for doing just what we have great numbers 
here to do auy day in the field.” Thus showing his utter ignorance of 
Ibe work called out by the field trials, whose winners be would for per¬ 
sonal reasons belittle. 

Burges to Waddell. 

Hillsdale, Mich.. Sept. 9, 1876. 

Editoh Chicago Field:—I n critic!/dug once more Mr. Waddell’s 
remarks. I wish to state emphatically that 1 have no personal ill feel 
ing towards that gentleman. I write of "measures not raen,” and am 
not less friendly to Mr. M\ because I deem bis ideas unsound and un¬ 
trustworthy. M e all of us have our prejudices—I mine and others 
theirs to which they have au equal right; but when we make those 
prejudices public property through the columns of the press, and when 
they have a direct bearing upon the result of a contemplated reforma¬ 
tion. none of us should complain of any criticism which is offered in a 
courteous manner—a limit which I will uever intentionally pass. 

In the first place theu. let us look at the quotation from Mr. Whit¬ 
man’s letter. Mr. Waddell eay» he changed the word “all” to 
good averageto sull himself. Why then does his sen¬ 


tence run 


the 


same, or even a good average?” This 
is not changing the word, bnt adding something to It, and that some 
thing a quaTiflc (tloii moderating aud reducing the former broad aud 
unreasonable claim, which I opposed 1 repeat again. If Mr. Whitman, 
Mr Waddell, or anyone else demands that the imported dogs shall show 
quality In a good urenujr of their produce, they ask only wbat Is fair, 
and what every sports in *u will support them in: but if they claim that 
all the offspring must equal their progenitors, they will most certainly 
fall to get this from any breed or race living. The whole gist of the 
present matter Is this; Mr. WsddHI introduced Into a quotation an ad¬ 
dition, giving to the whole an entirely different force from the original 
oue. This I olijt e.tnd to, because auy one reading the amended, so- 
called. quotatlou. without knowing of the change, and learning that I 
protested agaiust what would thus appear as a reasonable standard, 
would naturally Munpo-e I was unwilling to submit imported dogs to 
the only recognized proof of goodness which sensible men admit. On 
the contrary.! ask for no better tribunal than the one which will honest 
ly consider find* Judge Imported dogs by thu average of tbslr get. The 
amended quotation was simply a trap Into which I refused to fall 
Mr. Waddell admits be Is uot a prophet to forttlall what shall coroe 
from the womb of time. yet. moat Inconsistently, Immediately utters 
au Implied prediction by adding ”1 have the common aensa to predict 
that what does not come In our time will not hurt, or do any g<»od to 
Mr. Burges or American sportsineu.” This Is as mnrb as to repeal bis 
former assertion that Imported dogs will not producegood offspring, 
only now thu power to do so is limited to our time. Wbat does Mr. 
M adds 11 know of Imported dogs or their produce that he should aay this 


thing? He has not seen them In the field. Although the large*! breeder 
of native doge iu America, bo was uot present at the last field trial# 
where the blue bloods made their Mr-1 appearance to do battle against 
all comere. All that he kuows la that the blue bloods wou, and if the 
field woe a small oue. only Mr. M addell aud thu other apoatles of the 
native cause are to blame, and certaluly they had better wait till they 
have stripped the laurels from the dogs that now wear them, before 
they claim superiority for those that staid at home ami ouly harked 
after the tight was over. 

Mr. M’addcll goes on; "Mr. Burges says, ‘My sole visible reason’ why 
the imported itufus, Bob Hoy, and others If you wish It, will not turn 
out a ’good average in their get' is: ’They have not dono it yet.' Mr 
Burges *«ys: ‘I deny it.' He has a perfect right tu do so In afords t hut 
when not <1 elngl* stock dog (Imported field trial wiuaurs, too.) dare for 
money or reputation, match themselves against some uauted Americau 
bred clogs, and dogs too, if you wall, without a known pedigree—then 
1 claim, and 1 am confident 1 can do so with the sanction of a very large 
majority of (he sporting men of America, that their imported dogs have 
no claims above, even it they have to equal.our best American stock.” 

What au absurd deduction tills is The writer seems to have got lost 
tn a quagmire of words, uud after floundering about for u while, strug 
gl«* out with the assertion that Imported dogs cannot turn out a good 
average of produce, because, forsooth, imported stock dogs will uot run 
against natives. So that if in the future the sous and daughters of these 
importation* repeat their victory over the dogs Mr. Waddell believe* In. 
they will not be deemed good, because their slrus did uot do what they 
have done. This i* Just wliut tin* above sentence means if it means 
anything. Such a couclitsi u is uot worthy of continent, and 1 pus* it 
over to the public for reception or rejection. There Is. however, iu this 
sentence otic clause I wish to notice, viz.. "imported field trial winners, 
too.” This is oue of thoae little misrepresentation* which native advo¬ 
cates are so fond of making. Either Mr. M addell does not know any¬ 
thing of the dogs he refer* to. does not know what a tteld trlnl winner 
is. or he misstates the fads to bolster n weak cause. There are at present 
so far a* 1 can recall them, thirteen imported dog# of both English aud 
Irish blood iu the public or private stud. Of these but three have ever 
won an English field trial, viz.: I'lunket, Hock, and Hob Hoy. The 
others theu ure not field trial wiuueni, with the exception of Mr. Smith's 
Burls, ami he won bis field trial iu this country, agaiust all the Ameri¬ 
can dogs their owners would allow to run. Now the post history of all 
breeding supports rue iu the assertion, that it has never been custom¬ 
ary to show Imported stock animals iu competition, as an essential to 
establish their reputation, uud especially is this the case where the 
auluials iu question have already made a record, or have gained oue by 
direct descent from an improved stock. The produce of the 1 mportu 
tlous has been looked to to establish or disqualify the race from which 
it springs. Importers of dogs have on much right to this courteous 
indulgence as Importers of any other animals, and this taunt of uot 
daring to run. flung in the face of dogs, the great majority of which 
are known to he unhrokm and othera not acclimated % \n simply a brag¬ 
gadocio which should be laid aside wheu the dignity of manhood i* 
assumed 

Upon the basis of Mr. Waddell's theory, I should have been a fool to 
pay $1,000 for Hob Hoy. but though unseeti by me before purchase 1 
did uot buy au unknown dog. He had a nubile record u* a field trial 
winuer. aud an equal reputatiou iu Hie stud. These being public iuHt- < 
mutters I could Judge them as well here a* if I had the dog uuder my eye; 
they were supported by a uuequaled strain of blood,aud I had every reason 
(os men of common sense and common fairness will admit) to suppose 
that his get iu this country, from as pure bitches as he had served abroad, 
w ould equal his former produce. If It does, Mr. Waddell will yet be sorry, 
when iu some future field trials he turns down the offspring of his best 
dogs in the world, against those which have sprung from the loins of 
the dog I bought without seeing. 

Mr. Waddell is entirely iu error when he says I have called upon him 
to give the names of the imported (logs whlcti have begot worthless 
offspring, for the purpose of gaining him the enmity of 
owners. I had no such intention. Mr. M’addell made a broad 
assertion, one that covered my dogs as well a* other*, 
an assertion which / knew, but the nubile might uot, would not hold 
good agaiust my dogs. In Hell-defense I asked him for names, and iu 
reply he evades me. and says: ”lt is well kuown there are uumbers of 
worthless dogs, but for the benefit of Mr. Burges 1 will say. I know of 
uoue particularly worthies* emanating from his kennel.” I admit 
"there are number* of worthies* dogs.” It is the curse of our sporting 
interest that it is so; but £ wish to ask Mr. Waddell specifically, if he 
means that these worthless dogs were got by auy of our late imported 
dogs? 1 mean those brought over since I*70. If so, 1 challenge proof 
of hi* statement, whic h I positively deny. Talk Is cheap, but proof 
carries conviction; aud when a man makes an assertlou which is inju¬ 
rious to the interest* of a class, as this is to importers, he must expect 
to show proof, or have his words ascribed to mere malice. As for the 
fact that no particularly worthless pups have gone out of my keuuel, I 
will not occupy the public time by replyiug to this slur, but will instead 
say.the record of the Cuutennial awards show wbat my paps are for looks; 
beyond this 1 will name three of Huf us’ get, out of three different bitches, 
which will run In the pup stake* at Memphis, agninst any pups Mr. M’ad- 
dell will show there, eligible to the same "take. Memphis offers a trial 
which uo one of us will win on paper, aud I call upou Mr. M’addell to 
corue forward, and make his words good. There is a good deal of force 
in the slang command, "But up or shut up;” aud certaluly from his large 
kennel Mr. M’addell can select many dogs to pit agaiust these youngsters 
of my breeding, whether particularly worthless or not. 

I do uot wish to take from Mr. Smith the right of reply to Mr. Wad¬ 
dell's letter in your issue of the 9th. hut beg permls*fou to note two 
points iu that singular affair. Mr. M’addell suys: “All 1 have said de¬ 
rogatory to imported stock wo* meaut to stop the ridiculous assertion 
that was being throwu In the face of every Americau sportsman. that 
the Irish setter wa* the greut dog above ail others; and If any one muat 
be accomplished iu field matters they must own an Irish deep red set¬ 
ter.” Well. I am glad to kuowihis, for I have been sometimes puzzled 
to discover just whut Mr. M'addell was driving at. It seems, however 
strange to me, that after all bis general tirades upou 
blue bloods and imported dogs, after his letters to rue, 

who have uever advocated the Irish setter above the 

English, aud after his fulling In one tingle Instance to specify the Irish 
setter as the object of his aul mad version, Mr. Waddell should cooly 
tell the public be meaut this ouly for one breed. Had he not better 
write under bis future peu pictures, “this is a horse,” or “I mean by 
blue bloods, and Imported dogs, Irish setters ouly?” 

One more point, Mr. M r addell Mays: “Aud yet are all I a ve rack prize 
winner*! Of the hundreds and thousands that had such extra care aud 
training in England, some of the very best have couie here. At least 
the record show* so." Now if this Is not poetic licence, it shows Mr. 
Waddell to be lamentably Iguorant of the Luvarack dogs. Instead of 
hundreds aud thousand* there are in England, according to the best in¬ 
formation I can gain, not two hundred and fifty pure Laveracks tn all, 
and many of these are In the hands of gentlemen who never exhibit.

Canine .Votes from England.

London. Aug. 30,1876.

Coucernlning stray doge, dog poisoners and rabies, both in the doc* 
and the magistracy “there has (to borrow a market reporter's plinwei 
beeu little doing. On Tuesday week a workingman was couveyed 
from a public bouse at Woolwich to a police station on account 
of his manifesting symptoms of hydrophobia and attempting to 
bite everything within his reach. The police doctor who 
examined him ordered his removal to the Infirmary; it 
more than probable, however, that his complaint will be found 
to be whiskey phobia. The death or a farm laborer 
at M’hltby workhouse Is reported as of hydrophobia; before he died he 
is said to have lapped water with his tongue like a dog and muttered 
"keep black dog away.” He had been bitten by a struuge dog while 
tending sheep some half year back, bat the “symptoms” aid uot occur 
till a few day# before he succumbed, /sue Smith of Kalntou, aged six 
years was bitten by a dog some three weeks ago and died on Wedues. 
day last lu great agony. 

it appears by Colonel Henderson's annual report to government that 
during 1875, uo fewer than 18,989 stray dogs were seized by the police 
In the metropolis; of these 1,786 were owned and 17,198 scut to thu do**' 
home at York road, out of this number a great mauy would be after¬ 
wards claimed; but those would not come Into the police returns 
Mince the paseiug of the Metropolitan street act In 18t)7 the total num¬ 
ber of dog* seized has been 92,886. 

We arc anxious here iu England to learn how the dog show of the 
ceutennlal will come off ; I can learn that several good dogs are entered 
aud that a great nuin>>er of entry papers are In circnlation, but I don't 
expect many will be found to ”toe the scratch” when the time come* 
round; the expeuse of seudlug so far will of necessity be very heavy, 
owuers of valuable dogs seldom care to trust them about without com¬ 
petent keepers. M’hat the executive should have done, had they de¬ 
sired a strong contingent from the old country, would have been to 
offer free passage to wlunere of three or more prizes, allowing ex- 
l>enses for a keeper for not less than three dogs the 
property of one owner; or arrangements might have been made for free 
passage of any dog—certified by au agent appointed on thla aide—up to 
a given standard, on the conditions that they should not bear a higher 
sale price thiu such as might have been fixed on by the Philadelphia 
Sportsmen's Club. ludeea, it was currently reported at the commence¬ 
ment of the preseut year, that some arrangements, such as these, were 
intended. 

The oue-judge system and Judging by points are two questions very 
likely to be “worried’’ once again, for 1 see Mr. Murchison has started 
with a rambling letter in the Field. It is not quite clear what he is 
driving at; but that will not much signify, for it Is only necessary to 
hold up one or both of these “red rags” when the “bulls and bears ’ 
indulge In a regular set-to, which lasts for several weeks, without get¬ 
ting the subject matter settled to either party's satisfaction; and when 
every one has exhausted his argument and bis temper the controversy 
is closed by a foot note from the editorial pen: [This correspondence 
mast now close. 1 Mr. Murchison's communication Is In answer to a 
letter of Mr. Doyfe'e. in which that gentleman pointed oat the absurdity 
of having classes Judged by two Instead of single-handed, “ for,” argued 
that gentleman, referring to the late Manchester show, where the two 
judges were continually palling different ways and calling in a 
referee, “can auything prove more strongly the absurdity of 
of the double lodging system? Here are the two most Important classes 
practically judged by a referee. What is this but falling back on the 
single Judge system, with this drawback that the Judge is hastily and 
unofficially appointed without the sanction of exhibitors? Now, Mr. 
Murchison appears to object to single judging, for he argues that were 
such a regular thing, one dog, say A, would win at this show over B. 
and being judged by a different judge at the next their positions would 
gut reversed. Certainly, It might often occur; so it does now, and al¬ 
ways has done with two or more judges acting together. For instance 
we will sun pose that at Loudon the judges for pofntenqare Lord Bis z- 
lngton aud Mr. Curly. One goes for the old fashioned, heavy sort, and 
the other for a bloodlike racing model. One must either give way or a 
referee has to be called In. In either case let us suppose the heavy dog 

f ;alos the day; but the next time they come together the judge may like- 
y enough be associated with a colleague of blsowu mind, or one easily 
led, when the previous verdict is at qpce reversed. Besides If Lbs 
prizes always went to the same dog, Aou; would dog ehowe be kept allvef 
That's the question to answer, Mr. Murchison.

A Secret System of Breaking—Mr. Horsfall Replies 
to “Jersey.” 

I have been iweltlng with great anxiety a further communication 
from "Jerecy," in hope, that he could Induce thle friend of hla,.who 
alwaya torn, ool a good dog, to permit him to give ue thla wonderful 
ayalern, by which, no matter aa to intelligence, ao long aa there la noec, 
we need never have an inferior dog. I deny that there la any uncer¬ 
tainty in the preaent eyatem of breaking which ia the earn* aa baa been 
need from generation to generation. The ayatem, aa at preaent uaed, 
will break anything that baa a good noae, even a pig, aa waa once done 
In Bugiand. I have been in the habit of breaking; for my own nae, 
from two to three brace nearly every year for the laat twenty yeara; all 
were equally well broken nnleaa they bad no noae, when 1 did not con¬ 
tinue their hreakiog If out of three brace I got one really good dog. 
or poaalbly a brace of good onee, I waa well eatl.ded; the othera were 
not worth the food they ate. Mind they were all well broken. A trainer 
may break a dog, bnt here la the rob; be can not give him intelligence 
he can improve the mind. Inatlnct, reaaon, or whatever name you chooao 
to give It, but he cannot create It. Some, aa ta the caae with achoot 
teacnera, hare a greater aptitude for teaching, but none can create, 
they can only Improve what la already there. Homan belnga that have 
only an average amount of Intelligence, can he otlttaed iu nnmarona 
waya. With doga there la no alternative, and a dog that gtvea no Indl- 
cattona of being above the average, may aa well be put out of alght at 
once, aa he will coat more to krep than he la worth; auch doge I call 
woflhleee. although they may be perfectly wit brotfit. Had I known 
there waa a ayatem by which we oould create Intelligence, I would hare 
aeut many a valuable dog, now undar tha aod. to thla geotlemen and 
aaved money by ratelng fewer every rear. 1 have kept aoge over two 
yeare hoping they would turn out well, occaeloually oue would turn ont 
a rattier; but had I, aa I do now, after a certain amount of Irelulng, ahot 
all that did not .how above the average, I ehonld hare been a 
gainer. To show what ( mean I will give one example of several. A 
xenllemau ehowed me a Due looking polutor dog and naked my opinion, 
wanting me to handle him. We took hlin ont .and In an hnnr f returned 
home for my own doga, telling him the dog wonld coat more to train 
than dnubla hla value even If ne turned out a ollpper, and advising a 
load of ahot. My friend aald he wonld try hlmaeir to handla him, aim¬ 
ing me for directions which I gave; he persevered and turned him cat 
without exception the beet pointer dog I have eeen lo the South, and 
tlio only retrieving pointer or aetur at all worthy of the name I ever 
eew. Notwithstanding, had ha followed my advlca ha would have 
been a gainer both In pocket and sport, aa ha aold him for only f7h. 
The old worn ont rut or dog breaking aa need by our ancestors I have 
never found fall In making a dog of average Intelligence an ordinary 
good dog If time and money are considered of no consequence: such 
doge 1 do not want. Wa moat except one sort of dog of which 1 have 
met several la ay lifetime, In somewhat of a laaa ratio than one 
ta a thousand. tlA.,adog with a good bom, of goad stock, wall yard

Ilofftf—Their Ailments and Aleviations. 

Delaware City. Del., Sept. 1876. 

Editor Chicaoo Field:—T he administration of medicine to dogs is 
often a trouble-ome task. My plan Is to give it in pill form wheu pos¬ 
sible First give a tablesdoonful of sweet milk, then another, placing

•re not adinlssable of pill form ; such ns preparations of chloroform, 
ether, etc., etc. These remedies (when not contra-indicated) ore best 
given as an injection. Wheu given by the mouth, chloroform, ether, 
tluid extracts, tinctures, osseutial oils, etc., are rendered less nauseous i 
•n I uot so easily ejected by using syrup a* a vehicle. Ksscutiul oil should 
first be triturated with equal parts of gum arable and sugar. Castor 
oil. so efficacious a- a purgative in the htimau subject, I believe to ho 
the death of pups innumerable. I never give it to dog under one year 
of age, and very seldom at all. Olive oil given in three times the quan¬ 
tity, if not so uctive. is safe. When the dlgestlou is good, and the 
stomach and bowels are uot inflamed, raw liver ibeef’s) is an excellent 
laxative. When a more active cathartic is required pill* of rhubarb and 
soap (castile) for puppies, and for aged dogs an addition of a small 
quautily of podopnyllon (Keiths) Is sometimes houellcial. 
The digestive organs of the dog are very sensitive, es- 
ospecially ‘logs which are deprived of their liberty. Oluttouy often 
causes the dog much paiu ami his master much annoyance. The 
quality of the mod and regularity iu feeding is the best preventative. 
It is bad to confine pups on a chain; give them a yard, if ever so small. 
When several are together, the exercise they will lake while playing 
will go a great way as a substitute for freedom. It is impossible to 
keep dogs healthy on Insufficient exercise. Comfortable, well ventila¬ 
ted quarters, with plenty of exercise Is worth multitudes of skillful 
cures. Many pups die from debility; the causes of the debility are 
uumeroun, but oftener through the digestion than otherwise. Castor 
oil aud other purgatives are usually resorted to in such cases, hot they 
ouly increase the debility aud make matters worse, until the pup 
refuses all food; and unless food is forcibly administered through a 
tube or other means, the dog usually die*. In distemper, or the 
different forme of dlurrhoja and other debilitating diseases, the 
strength must be kept up; which caunot be done unless sufficient food 
is properly digested. To stimulate the different organs of digeatiou iu 
the dog, 1 know of no belter agent than small and repeated dose* of 
sulphate of quinine: large doses will irritate, rather thuu stimulate; 
while it stimulates digestion, it will not check the diarrhoea. The 
following la the recipe I use: Tincture of capsicum, tincture of 
kino, tincture of camphor,—of each fx vi; tincture of 

opium, chloroform,—of each fx lv; simple syrup, fz xvill. 
Dose; Three drop* for every pound the dog weigh* repeated after every 
evacuation of the bowels. Boiled milk sweetened and thickeued with 
wheat flour, mutton broth, beef tea, eggs, and milk scalded, « Ith some¬ 
times * little wltie. are eaeilv digested. From two to six months is u 
critical period of puppyhood. Pups during the first mouth or two after 
weaning require the greatest care; the change of food aud quarters must 
he at tender] with caution. The principal ns rt of the feed of sporting 
dogs is corn meal; in warm weather it take* but a short time for rniisu 
to sour, and sour mush Is poison to a dog. We caunot ho to careful to 
keep all vessels perfectly clean; small particle* of feed attached to the 
vessel from the day before.will sour the whole pot full. Butler makers 
know how soon a spoonful of sour milk will *our a panful of sweet, and 
just us rapidly will a few particles of sour tnush taint the entire fresh lot. 
At ull times food should be made fresh every twenty-four hours, ami iu 
warm weather it will sometimes spoil in half the time. An idea pre¬ 
vails that there is a greater mortality among mongrel*. I think statis¬ 
tics would not substantiate the belief; for a nigh bred dog seldom dies, 
hut it* uealh la heralded from one end of the country to the other. I 
am of the opinion that if as strict an account was taken of the mou- 
grel that the wheel would hallancc better. We should also hear in mind 
(bat that thu high bred dogs are oftener confined, which would cause 
an incre *ae of aeathe. __

W. B. B.. Lynn. —My dog Is suffering from deafness; cannot hear mu 
when at a distance, and so is uncontrolahlu iu the field. He 1* only 
three year* old, and ban never been hurt so far a* I know, unle** once 
when a gun was fired directly over his head. This was some six mouths 
since, and the deafness appeared shortly after. Can It bs cured* An*. 

- Deafness may arise from many causes, without knowing which, we 
caunot prescribe with any certainty, lu a majority of case* It Is incur¬ 
able; but sometimes, wheu resulting from canker of the ear, it disap- 
pearrt as that trouble is overcome. Canker of the car in a* 
rule easily cured by pouring Into the ear three times 
day u ainul! quantity of the best alcohol. If there 

are uo signs of canker, it is probable the deafness in your dog’s 
oise was caused by paralysis of the nerves of the ear resulting from 
the close discharge of the gun. Dogs which have been shot over too 
much very frequently become deaf, aud in such instances treatment I a 
of no use. 

D. K.. Philadelphia.—! saw in your issue of the 9th. an article advis¬ 
ing the dipping of a mangy dog In a tan vat as a cure; have you ever 
bad any experience of this treatment nr would you advise it? Ans, 
We have never tried the experiment, but have been told by a number 
of persons who claimed to nave done so. that it Is a certain cure, ac- 
cordlng to their Htutumeuirt the dogs so treated wore held by the 0O] 
lars, so a* to keep thulr hcadrt out. a full minute in the liquid, aud 
those carte* which had resisted all other remedies were cured by one 
application. We ure not prepared to express any opinion on the mat¬ 
ter without a persona) test. Our favorite treatment In grrou iodide of 
mercury as prescribed ill our columns, and we believe that If taken in 
time, anv case will readily yield to this. It is also a much more conve¬ 
nient remedy which Is of itself no small recommendation. 

R. G. W., Janesville. -I have a young dog thut sueuiM to he all right 
except thut she will frequently vomit her food as if her stomach was 
weak. She has u good appetite.eating everything set before her.hut will 
often vomit Immediately, and at other limbi not for an hour or t wo. 
She Is lu fair flesh aud well otherwise. What cau I do for her? A us. 
Your dog is suffering from weakness of the digestive system and lack 
of tone to the stomach. The treatment required is to give a small quan¬ 
tity of food at a lime (substituting two meals for one with the usnal 
quantity divided between them) and tonic medicine. A good proscrip¬ 
tion in the form of a pill I*. «ulphAte of qulnino 2 grains, extract of 
hemlock 2 grains, ginger 2 grains. This is the quantity for one pill, 
and two such should be given daily till a change for the better is 
effected. 

J. P. B.. Canton.—How can I cure a puppy of rushing in as soon as 
the gun is fired? Have whipped hlni severely, hul ls does no good. 
He mukett a good point, but closert as hooii as the birds rise or the gun 
Ih fired. Ans.-Get a cord about ton yards long with a snap hook at 
one end; fasten this to the pup’s collar when he comes to a point, then 
holding the end in your hand flush the bird, and a* the pup closes jerk 
him over outo IiIn hack and pull him hack to where he started from, 
where make him charge. A few lessons will cure him If they are prop¬ 
erly given. 

8. T. A., Troy.—Has hydrophobia ever been traced to a definite cause, 
so that It could he induced by exposure to ccrtaiu influences other than 
contact with rabid animal*? Ans.—No. There was » sertu* of experi¬ 
ments instituted some years since in France, with u view to discover 
the causes of this dread disease. The dog* were subjected to every 
itmt'.'innblt'i nflin-tice which could derange the system, hut all failed to 
develop hydrophobia, and it Is now regarded by the bust surgeons as 
attributable to itiuoculalion alone. 

G. W. F., Hartford.—What can I do for a dog that has offensive 
breath? An*.—Give an occasional dose of charcoal, and add vegetable* 
to the usual food. This will probably effect a cure if the trouble comes 
from the stomaeh If It fails, examine the mouth to see If there are 
any decaying teeth or ulcers of the gums which require treatment. 

I. N. East. Greenwich. How many teeth has au adult dog and what 
are they? An*. Au adult dog has forty-two teeth. They arc divided 
into incisors (Ihe frout teeth) six lu each jaw. Canine* (sometime* 
called tusk*) otic in each jaw on both side*, and molars, six on each 
side in the upper and seven iu the lower jaw. 

VETERINARY. 

T. P., Daytou, Ohio.—Will vou please give me your opinion ou the 
following case. I have a mare that is lame iu front. In both feet ap- 
parenGy. When *he stands, she keeps pounding her feet. re«ting on 
the toe. Ilrst one. then the other. She has been in this condition for 
two years. Her feet 'ook to he contracted : there is also fever in them. 
We stand her in warm water, and occasionally poultice them. After a 
severe drive she will be so stiff und sore that It Is almost Impossible to 
get her out of the stall? An*.—I should take this to be a case of 
••groggy" lameness, the result of iinviciilar-joint disease. 

The first stage of navicular disease is that of congestion of the hone, 
aud it may he so alight a> to quietly pass away with a little exercise, 
hut If the same cause is still In operation, the congestion will be re¬ 
newed from time to time, until a low foVni of inflaination is set tip. and 
the nutrient properties of the hone Interfered with; thl» stage of the 
disease causes au aching pain, which interferes more or less with the 
action of the animal. This state of the disease may exist for mouths 
with but slight lameness, and that »»f au intermitting character. If the 
horse is at this stage put nnder proper treatment, aiid allowed a suffi¬ 
cient time for the vessels to recover their tone, the nulinul may recover 
to perfect soundness; baton the other hand, if the horse is not properly 
treated, and this congested state allowed to exist for a long lime. It 
will inflame under the influence of any exciting cause, and run into tbw 
degenerative state; the first stages of which are softening and enlarg¬ 
ing of the concellated structure, the cells break up. absorption take* 
pluce. providing the first stage of molecular death, or what i* termed 
dry caries. 

The hone, when in this inflamed state, i* capable of affectiug the 
tendon from contact, producing a gelatinous degeneration of the fibers, 
which is sometimes mistaken for laceration, the result of sprain. 
Wheu the degenerative change has taken place in the hone, cartilage 
and tendon, yellowish plastic matter is often thrown out. which unites 
that portion of the tendon which ha-* undergone the degenerative 
change, with the diseased structure of the cartilage and bone*; in other 
cases the entire *rti ular surface of the hone and tendon become firmly 
adhered, producing an anchytosed joint-called groggy after which 
the pain i* much lessened, hut the ptmr minimal goes iu a very stllty 
manner, and not fit to go beyond a walking pace. All internal struc¬ 
ture which euter into the composition of the fool, grow less an l less, 
till the hoof becomes obviously smaller or contracted, for it Is a law of 
nature that, "in the living creature the content* shall govern the cov¬ 
ering." 

Treatment.-There i* no cure lu the chronic stage, altered structure 
cannot be restored.

THE CENTENNIAL BENCH AND HORSE SHOWS. 

When Congress was importuned to grant an appropriation 
for the Centennial Exhibition we had a strong belief that a 
big steal was under way, which hns not been altered by cir¬ 
cumstances. The whole show has been more or less of a 
farce and fraud; but it did not come in our line, so we 
“ passed.” When the commissioners announced a horse 
show and a dog show, we were moved to active interest, 
and did our best to forward the success of both. In one 
way the bench show was an eminent success—numerically, 
but in every other way it has been a dismal failure. None 
but politiciaus have their greedy fingers in the centennial 
pie. and such fish are sure to defile any pond they happen 
to swim in. Politics and dog shows have no kindred inter¬ 
ests—the one is of the rogue roguish, the other of the 
sportsman manly. Sportsmen send their dogs to bench 
shows to win pri/.cs maybe, but especially to win honor and 
renown by the excellence and upon the real merits of their 
dogs. The sportsmen of this country looked upon the. Cen¬ 
tennial bench show as a means of pitting their pets against 
all comers, and of testing their appearance and form against 
that of the dogs of our cousins of England. The question 
of blue blood and native has been so freely agitated, and 
in some instances has stirred up no little bile, that this show 
was looked upon to decide the point at issue. Inducements 
were held out for a large entry, and an entry half as large 
again as that of the famous and successful Chicago show 
obtained; and some foreign dogs were sent. Here was the 
opportunity to settle the vexed questions and show our 
ability, not only as dog breeders but as show managers. 
Everything seemingly was done to secure success. An effi¬ 
cient and understanding superintendent was appointed, and 
an eariy date was fixed fot closing the entries. The latter 
determination was speedily foregone because the entries 
were not then extensive enough; and the dogs were allowed 
to be entered up to a date far too late, either to classify 
them properly on the benches, or enter them correctly on 
the catalogue. This was but the beginning of evils. The 
parsimony and greed of the commissioners withheld a suffi¬ 
ciency of assistants to the superintendent, and the dogs of 
value, and of appreciation beyond mere value, that had 
been accustomed to care and cleanliness, were perforce 
neglected, unless attended to by their owners; for what 
could three men do for over five hundred strange dogs. No 
veterinarian was appointed for the examination of exhibits, 
and for ull we know, dogs tainted with contagious diseases 
may have been admitted to disseminate death amongst those 
exhibited. 

The judging, too, was of the most unsatisfactory kind; 
not because of the inefficiency of the judges but because of 
the miserable arrangements for judging. How could even a 
Nestor in dog lore perform his duties creditably to himself 
and to the dogs where there were no means of telling one 
dog from another, no sanctity to the judge’s ring, no attend¬ 
ant to bring in the competitors in due consecutive order. 
Those who are growling at the judging must remember this, 
and refrain from abusing the judges, who in every way did 
their best under the circumstances. But the climax of the 
whole affair comes out in the failure of the commissioners to 
publish the awards of the judges. In all sporting mi tiers 
the awards of the judges arc final, unless contrary to rule. 
True sportsmen want no political wire-pulling and log¬ 
rolling in tjxeir strife after honor. They are content to abide 
by the decision of the judges, and demand that those decis¬ 
ions be published. Failing their immediate publication they 
must call upon each individual judge to publish his awards 
to free himself from any imputation of connivance with 
frauds that may be hatched, and to enable successful com¬ 
petitors to claim and sue for the honors they have fairly 
won at much expense and self sacrifice. 

Nor was the farce confined to the bench show. From our 
correspondent we hear that the same truculent course has 
been pursued by the august commissioners in the horse as 
well as tne dog exhibition. Here the judges had been for¬ 
bidden to give'any indication of their uwnrds, and men who 
have traveled many miles and Bprnt much money to main¬ 
tain the superiority of their animals are forced to leave 
Philadelphia without knowing the measure of their success, 
lust fancy men sitting up in a raised tribune to iudge 
horses. The idea is ludicrous in the extreme, but such was 
the style of judgment in the Centennial horse show. No 
wonder the commisgloneisjrequlre time—to cook up their 
report. • 


LEXINGTON FALL MEETING. 

The late severe pluvial visitation under which the whole 
country has been rendered a quagmire, has had a consider¬ 
able detrimental influence on all race and trotting meetings. 
Not only have the tracks been unusually heavy, but the 
threatening aspect of the heavens have kept thousands away 
from viewing sport/which otherwise they would have 
delighted in. The Kentucky Association in their meeting at 
Lexington has hud the same difficulties to contend with that 
every other association has been of late visited with, and it 
was only owing to the prestige of this time honored Western 
rallying point for turfites, that such a good muster of 
sportsmen and horses were found. 

The field in the Filly Stakes was one of the .handsomest 
and most choice that has been seen together this season, and 
the positions of Belle Meade and Glenlina speak well for 
their sires. The dead beat between King Faro and Mc- 
Whirter and their overthrow of Lisbon, was the chief 
feature of the second day. Here again another imported 
horse shows up prominently, having the first and third 
in the race, and causing uu still further regret at the untime¬ 
ly demise of Phaeton. Linsmore's creditable win in the 
trial stakes was also a surprise to backers. 

On the third day Phoebe Mayflower, who had behaved so 
badly at the post when starling for the Trial stake of the day 
previous, was still followed, and re-paid her backers by a 
good win from her staying ability. The clever victory of 
Phyllis,by Phaeton out of Lass of Sidney,over Emma C. the 
favorite and a good Held, was very acceptable to her backers, 
and fairly on her merits notwithstanding the colision on the 
back stretch. On the fourtli day we were treated with one 
of those turns in the whirligig of fortune. Creedmore was 
made such a red hot favorite in the three-year-old sweep- 
stakes that he was left out of the pools. The starter too 
left him out of the race; for he was left at the post and did 
not get straight away till the others were a distance a head 
of bun, but he made such a gallant burst of speed that he 
caught all but the winner;hc was defeated but not disgraced. 
The concluding event of the day was the meeting of the 
two Phaetons, in the mile and five furlongs. In Ten 
Broeck we have a horse whom we think will be worthy of 
transmitting the excellencies of the Phaeton blood. In the 
colt and filly stakes Glentina a handsome Glenelg filly look 
advantage of the marc’s month and beat King Faro. The 
fields on the last two days were small. Taking it altogether 
however, Lexington was a success. 

“THAT AMY B. RECORD.” 

In its last issue the Spirit of the Time* very delicately 
expresses some doubt as to the legality of the action of the 
Buffalo judges in changing the record of “Amy B.” In 
sketching performances of prominent horses that started in 
the Septilateral, referring to this fatuous Wisconsin mare, 
it makes use of the following language: “As she is reported 
to have now broken down, probably the action of the Buf¬ 
falo judges in taking her time from her will do no harm!” 
No harm to whom? If she is broken down, it is true that to 
the 2:24 class the changing of her record five seconds “will 
do no harm.” Whether broken down or not, the question 
of her being a probable winner hereafter, is of minor con¬ 
sideration. The more important one involved is that affect¬ 
ing the permanency of the National Association, behind 
whose powerful aegis have been protected the trotting inter¬ 
ests of the country. These interests, insignificant at the time 
of its organization have been developed under its fostering 
care until tens of millions of dollars of capital look to it for 
protection. If usurpation by individual associations are 
permitted, and Buffalo is of this number, it has passed 
its days of usefulness, and its disintegration is near at hand. 
Akin to this Amy B. decision is Buffalo's artful dodging in 
their action of expelling Van Ness, Mace and Rood. We do 
not question the unblushing violation of the rules in their 
driving in the 2:32 race; but we do object to Buffalo’s as¬ 
sumption of judicial jurisdiction in imposing their penal¬ 
ties, when they had none whatever, either by the letter or 
by the spirit of the rules. On the contrary, custom, prec¬ 
edent and the spirit of the rules are opposed to this assump¬ 
tion of power. It is much better for the intents of the 
National Association that gross violations of rules should 
go unpunished than that their expulsion and the Amy B. 
matter should become precedents. In their decisions the 
same question of law is involved, which is one of jurisdio- 
tion. If either is legal both decisions arc, and if one is il¬ 
legal both are illegal, 

The International Rifle Match. —In its proper place 
will be found the scoreB of this interesting match,which has 
happily ended in the success of our team. The Americans 
fairly won on their merits and good staying qualities—not 
so much of individuals, but as a team. We may be Justly 
proud of a victory over four good teams, yet must acknowl¬ 
edge that there is no dishonor in the defeat of our cousins, 
for never was such fine shooting done as done by the two 
leading teams in this contest. The individual honors rest 
with the Irish and Scotch, The score of Johnson at 800 
yards, and those of Millner and Mitchell at 1000 yards, were 
splendid indeed; and had the teams of which they were 
a.embers shot with average excellence throughout both 
days, wo should have had to put up with third honors. The 
Australians showed marvelous skill, when we consider from 
how small a community they are chosen. Had Wardill, 
Draper, Lynch and Sleep shot on the second day up to their 
previous good average, and Draper and Smith done so on 
the first day, they would have made a much closer race of 
it than they did. Still they did well; and the fact that three 
representatives of the fifth oontinent are amongst the eight 
highest scorers, speaks volumes for the skill of Australians 
as marksmen. 


MR. COODRICH’S RETIREMENT FROM The 
TURF. nt 

Wc regret to hear the announcement of Mr. H. C. Good¬ 
rich’s decision to retire from the trotting turf. Our info r . 
malion respecting the Septilateral circuit is in accordance 
witl\-the statements of Mr. G.; which he refers to for the 
purpose of explaining his withdrawal. The Eastern jour¬ 
nals are on record also in this same direction. If ge D . 
tlemen are expected to continue their patronage of trotting 
it seems quite time that some important reform should be 
introduced. The retired list of 1876, upon which Mr. G. has 
so publicly inscribed his name, comprises quite a number of 
other gentlemen of our acquaintance. By the close 
of another season this list will be formidably 
increased, unless the management of associations 
is materially improved. Just criticism secures 

many reforms. It is probable that our Easter 

cotemporaries appreciate that they are specially intereste 
in accomplishing the required result. The censurable man¬ 
agement of Buffalo to-day is the absorbing topic of many of 
their Western patrons, and they search in vain through the 
columns of their papers for an opiniou, either sustaining or 
disapproving of the course pursued by the Buffalo judges 
in allowing the pools to stand on the 2:32 race. As to the 
crooked events generally, at other places along the line, 
they have been commendably outspoken, which must re’, 
suit beneficially when the smoke of the battle has entirely 
disappeared. It may be an unpleasant duty to uniformly 
protect personal as well as the vast interests of turfmen; of 
crilizising our friends, as to their public records, how¬ 
ever, there certainly ehould be no hesitation when the pub¬ 
lic weal is to be thereby materially benefitted. Perfect in¬ 
dependence is our policy—we prefer to stand or fall by our 
own records, than to be affected by the record of our friends. 

John Ennis. —There are pedestrians and pedestrians. 
Mostly extremely dishonest and up to every trick to de¬ 
fraud friend or foe as long as the Almighty dollar can be 
raked in. The term pedestrian in England is synonymous 
with fraud, and it is for this reason that amateur athletes 
are so careful of avoiding any mingling with them. John 
Ennis, however, is a man of quite another kind, and is one 
of the few, the very few, exceptions to the rule. On Sept. 
llUh he walked a match with one Goodman, who calls him¬ 
self Lewis, fifteen miles for one hundred dollars a side. 
Goodman’s party refused every referee that was suggested 
them, but demanded Jen. Mace or Steve Tuylor the pugilists. 
This waB acceeded to; Mace was to have been asked to ref¬ 
eree, but not conniving in the proposed "steal," was not in¬ 
vited to be present. Ennis accepted any referee, but put 
auy chance of effecting a fraud entirely out of the question, 
by walkiog Goodman clean off his legs in the ninth mile. 
Whereby nuy opportunities of a “put up job" were nocked 
entirely on the head. We commend Mr. Ennis, and hope 
that around him will rally those that are honestly meaning 
in the profession of leg culture. 

Francisco Peiialto. —The long distance rider failed to 
perform his feat as advertised. He was to have ridden one 
hundred and five miles in five hours, but failed by 224 
minutes or 7 miles. The attempt was made on the running 
track at Dexter Park, just I of a mile round. He lost 6 
seconds on the first five laps of the 120 he had to do. This 
loss went on increasing and it was soon evident that time 
would win. He was two miles behind time on his 42 mile 
and four minutes and two seconds behind od his 55th lap, 
having gained and again lost distance. At half distance 
he was 74 minutes behind; on his sixty-third mile he was 
9:80 behind time. He did not seem much ex¬ 
hausted at the conclusion of the feat. He changed horses 
without alighting at all. There was little or no betting. 

Tournaments. -The pigeon shooting tournament which was 
to have been held at Baltimore, Md., under the auspices of 
E. T. Martin, that Prince of pigeon venders is abandoned 
owing to urgent calls nearer home. Mr. Martin, however 
will manage the tournament at Mendota, on Oct. 10th, 11 th 
and 12th. to which the liberal amount of nearly two thou¬ 
sand dollars is offered. Sportsmen ought to make a note of 
this as Mendota is of easy access and centrally located. 

Rumors from Galesburg.— We have heard that the Nip¬ 
per, owned by Mr. A. Hankins, of Chicago, and Waddil, 
owned by Capt. Moore, of Kentucky, will surely meet in the 
three-year-old stakes. They are both good colts, and their 
meeting alone in these stakes would be of great interest to 
turfmen; if no other cracks were present to do battle with 
them, but as some of the horses are sure to come on from 
Louisville, there will indeed be sport. 

Prospective.— Strenuous efforts are being made by 
certain prominent riflemen of Chicago to arouse an interest 
in rifle matters among our wealthy citizens. This has been 
done to a considerable extent, and it ia not at all impossible 
that we shall see the contestants for the Internationa trophy 
in our city, and contending with our local riflemen for 
honor and pots. Let them come. A hearty welcome awaits 
them.

Trouting In Northern Wisconsin. 

Augusta, Wls., Sept. 10, 1873. 

Editor Chicago Field :-I have been promising myself for the past 
♦wo or three years, a few days among tbe speckled trout, and at last 
have kept faith with myself, and here l am with my frienda Will H. and 
George R. We reached this place Thursday noon after a tedious ride 
through about tbe worst country I ever passed through, and are nicely 
entertained by mine huel. Blair, of the Sheridan House, who has kindly 
given os all the polnta In regard to the best streams for Ashing, etc., 
and under the direction of Jeff Houghton, our guide, who, by the way 
Is very expert with tbe rod. and also in driving. having lived In this 
country for the past twenty-two years, he knows the roads by heart. 
If yon should ever come this way. hunt him up and your success In 
Ashing Is a foregone conclusion. The Amt day we reached this place 
we drove to Scott's Valley, alx mllea. and Ashed about three hours, 
catching 106 very nice rtsh of small alxe. but just right for the Uble.
